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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To Freedom School Board: 

I herewith submit my fifth annual report as sup- 
erintendent of schools. 

The number of pupils in the schools has increased 
this year. We have 382 in the Grammar Room and 37 
in the Primary Room. It has been necessary to pro- 
vide extra desks in the latter room. It is fine to have > 
many pupils. We ought gradually to replace the old 
desks with adjustable furniture. 

We were sorry to lose Mr. Bennett as teacher in 
the grammar school; but we congratulate him on his 
move to a larger, field. We predict a larger See 
for him in the future. | 

Mr. William Ladieu now foaches the grammar 
school and Miss Helen D. Phelps, the primary room. 
Good work is being done. 

' Attendance . 

For the year ending June 30, 1931, we » had an av-. 
erage attendance of 53, an average membership of 56 
and a percent of 94. We ought to have a better per- 
cent of attendance. There is too much careless ab- 
sence which spoils our record and decreases our 
efficiency. Parents should give thoughtful attention 
to the prompt and regular attendance of their child- 
ren. A school should not be satisfied with a percent 
of less than 95. The best get 98% and 99%. We 
have some fine boys and girls in Freedom and we 
want them to have the best. Citizens have been 
liberal in making wise appropriations and this is ap- 
preciated. 

Health Work : 

The health work is now in charge of Miss Ruth 
S. Langille. A dental clinic was held last spring at 
which many children were treated. Parents them- 
selves should take care, as far as possible, of the 
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children’s physical defects. Sound minds _ should 
crown sound bodies, if life is to be most happy and 
effective. 


Repairs and Improvements 

Beside the regular cleaning, varnishing and 
painting floors, the walls and ceilings in each room 
were painted. Much to our relief a fine ventilating 
heater was provided for the primary room. It is now 
possible to heat the room on the coldest morning and 
at the same time flood the room with fresh air. 

For next year, I recommend that a heater be pro- 
vided for the grammar room and that new seats grad- 
ually replace the old ones in the primary room. 

The building is fast becoming a model. With 
adjustable curtains, slate blackboards, electric lights, 
chemical toilets, window and door screens, and one 
heater, we are well on the way to model conditions. 

The school very much needs playground space. 
It seems a strange fact that, in these days when city 
places are seeking large playgrounds, a beautiful 
country town like Freedom should have practically no 
ground of its own. Citizens should seriously consider 
this problem and find a satisfactory solution.
